From the AVest Coast. 
The schconer Alert, Capt.. Francis, orrived 
yesterday from Iho N. W. Coast of the Is* 
land having been absent about 20 days. The 

schooner went up as lar as Kayuquot trading 
lor oil and skins. Found trade middling, 
weather fair with occasional rain. Capt. 
Frnuoi.i informs us that the Indians are gel- 
ling very eaucy and troubleaomo. On reueh- 
ins Clayoquot Soauil June 14th, ho com- 
menced trading oH and wns engaged in pay- 
ing one of them in a half n bucket of mol- 
asses when an Indian standing by took hold 
of tho cask and held it bo that they could 
not stop it from running out, saying " why 
don't you fill it full?" The bucket was 
pulled away by the captain and seeing the 
molasses running on deck, the Indian dosis- 
cd, He then said to the captain. Are you 
not afraid ? you know I killed a white man 
(Barney) before! Iain not ofraid of your 
men-of-war; they don't know how to fight, wo 
had to help them to fight the Aliousotts. 
The i3aptaia,dare not .resent the Indjon[s, in-< 
aolenoB. 

There ore two or three vessela now fitting 
out for fishing on the Coast, and it would , bo 
a wise precaution on the part of the authori- 
sties to nllord these enterprising men who are 
siriving to develop the resources of the ci un- 
ity, all lliu protcelioii they can by dispalch- 
iiig a gun boat at once to the Coast to over- 
awe Ihe Indians, lor whatever they may say 
traders assert, that tho natives have a 'great 
dread of tho men-of-war. 

ADDITIONAL. 

Captain Spring, of tho schnonor Surprise, 
who also arrived from the West Coast last 
evening, informs us that he found the Indians 
at tho entrance of Barclay Sound very inso- 
lent. The naiives secni bent npim browing 
a disturbance, and the necessity lor a ship of 
war showing herself on tho coast is apparent. 
If allowed to go on with iinpnnity their pro- 
sumption may ouIniinatL' in a ilisuslor similar 
to what befcl the unhuppy Kinglisher. 

SiCHious Cu.viioi.;. — John Taylor, a oolornj 
man, engaged us cool; on boarj the Btciner 
Entorpri.-o, was charged yesterday in the 
Police Court with violently assaulting Jim, 
a Tsinipseau Indian, also engaged on the 
steamer, and inflioting iojuries endangering 
the man's life. It appears that on the occa- 
sion of the Queen's birthday excursion, Jim 
unnio on board the steamer iuto.xicated, and 
an altcication ensued between hiui and the 
prisoner about some hot water, when, Jim 
alleges in his deposition taken by tho Sli- 
]iendiary Magistrate, that he was violently 
kicked on tho chest by Taylor, and was 
struck with a salt cellar on the head, the 
effeolB of which injuries ho docs not expect 
10 survive. The prisoner was remanded for 
one day os it was thought that tho Indian 
would not live fur hours longer, but in 
the afternoon application was made by the 
friends of 'I'ajlor for his release on bail. 
Solomon Copolaiul, slewnrd, wos sworn and 
examined and from his evidence it appeared 
that tho Indian came on board very drunk, 
but that he had enjoined Taylor not to have 
any dislurbunoe on board on that day, and 
Taylor promised not to toneh the man, and 
the Indian wan subseqnenily put to bud. 
That he made r,o complaint allerwards of 
having been struck by 'J'aylor, and continued 
working till 14lh June, when he desired to 
leave and was discharged. That he had 
Bub.scqiieiitly been debauching, and that he 
hud coniplaincd lor the last twelve months of 
pains in the chest of spitting blood. Two 
other men helonijing to the steamer, named 
Simpson and Iteid, wore examined, ami as 
the iMagistrate considered tliere wua some 
conllict in the testimony, lie remanded the 
accused for one day. 

Thu Mokcan iMuitDi:R. — The Indian charg- 
ed with the murder of .lohn Morgan, last fall, 
has had his trial at (iuesnclmouth. The first 
jury being unable to agree was discharged, 
anil the second jury returned a verdict of 
guilty. The prisoner confesHcd to having 
had a hand in the murder, but said another 
Indian ^as the principal,, The Court passed 
sentence of death, but promised to state the 
oaBe to the Executive, with a recommenda- 
tion to mercy. — British Columbian,

pet below the, clay or hard pan, and try Ihe 
bed-rock. In two places this has been done 
by the Tale Co., at 27 feet deep, and tho 
Eoagh and ^Ba|yuat aij(,*feet_'ii.b6jb found 
the rock smooth, piTchTog'at a steep angle 
toward the creek ; the former found large 
boulders interposing and, could, not dri,n,., had 
no blasting material, and tbei'r menna were 
giving out.

1 saw some pieces 
in Mr. Babbitt's store, from one of tho apptr 
claims, '*hicli looked as though just hiokon 
from the ruck. The strongest hopes were 
Gnterlained of valuable quartz discoveries 
being made at no great distance. A few 
weeks ought to dotertr^iuo thu cliaraotcr of 
lhe|bed-^rock"arid all eyes are directed to that 
point. Numbers. , of nppn ,arqlu!i\iting in all 
quarters to hear from it, and upon what thoy 
hear will depend the business of the present 
season. 

lUNEll's OPINIONS. 

It is tho opinion of many of the last years 
prospectors that before two moiilhs there will 
be a total change Ipr the, b'ettei:, in , the Big 
liend country and some even go 'so far. as to 
preilici a greater rush in mid-summer thon 
during the past sp,'ing. In conversing on 
French Creek with a man direct from 
HIackfoot, I was inforiT.ed that droves '.-.-ere 
leaving that region and would come through 
10 British (."Oiumbia Hour tninea were only 
open and yielding gold. We may not be too 
late yet for the rush from Montana. Parties 
are out prospecting on Moberly, Carnes, 
Camp and Dowoie creeks, along on the bars 
and benches pf the Columbia, and in a ban , 
dred other streams unknown to the maps of 
ihe Colony. During a long Oonversaliou I 
had with Hank Carnes, wbo'm I lake to be 
uii cxcelleiii judge of the merits of the coun- 
try as ho certainly is ono of the most exten- 
sive travellers ihrouuli it, ho .told mo that 
he had prospected all the way from the head 
water of the Columbia down to Kooteny, and 
had never tailed to get "tho color."

the statement given above. He himself was 
about to take down some of his old comrades 
in his boat to Carnes creek where be wua 
paying assessments, and was coulident of suc- 
cess. He corroborated in every particular, 
the narratives given by Nobles, Yeullet and 
others in the Chronicle last winter, and as- 
sured.ft^ that he kne,t^ q_f nQno.of'lho.'^iiijpx- 
ercrs whti" 'were not hard at ' worls'in th- 
conntry. Mere opinions on tho resources of 
Big Bend in the main aro only conjectures 
nnd many of those lately publised sound 
absurd up here but if the prospectors wculd 
receive with attention tho "guesses" of any one 
among ihcui they would bo those of the unas 
Burning explorer who commanded tho proa, 
peeling expedition of last year up the Col- 
umbia Hank Carnes, J. W, D,

liegislative Woiiigs. 

Whatovor may bo tlio result of tliis 
BOBSioD'B legislation, it ia ovidunt that 
tho Lower llouso has loiif^ sinoo din- 
covorod that there in no reformation 
BO bazardouB as tliat of Jictrcneh- 
mont — no systom so difliciilt to calab- 
lieh as one of fiscal reform ; indeed, 
youtorday'a proceedings would almoHt 
justify tho unploajant belief that tho 
attempt to rodiico tho esponsos of 
Govornmont has proved an utter 
fftiluro and that further olForts in tliat 
direction will have to be abandoned 
ior tho season. Tho proceedings at tho 
last sitting of tho Houso wcro any-^ 
thing but satisfactory to tho Colony 
or creditable to the Assembly. Throe 
liours of the precious time that is Hy- 
ing 80 rapidly over tho heads of the 
Assembly and hastening them towards 
tho day on which tliey will die a nat- 
ural death, were fritlurod away in dis- 
cussing tho itoras of the licgiatrar of 
X)eed9 and llogistrar of the Supremo 
Court. The Bills of Supply provide 
that tho duties of the lasL-naniud olli- 
ciul shall bo discharged by the liegis- 
trar of Deeds, for a yearly stipend of 
§1700. To this Mr Young proposed 
an amendment, reversing the position 
of iho officers but fixing liio salary at 
tho Same figure. iJr Tuliiiie propusctl 
a substitute, providing for the amal- 
gamation of tho offices of Assessor and 
iiegibtrar of Deeds. Mr DeCosmus 
tried tho "tacking" principle, and 
movod to repeal so much of the Land 
Kegistry Act as related to the appointi 
ment of a llogistrar. Dr Dickson 
called attention to a fact (which it is a 
pity ho did not remember earlier in 
tho session) that tho liegistrur of 
Deeds exist by Act of i'arliament. 
Dr ilelmcken opposed tho amalgama- 
tion Bchemo, and denied tho right of 
tho Houso to dictate to tho Govern- 
ment. This drew from Mr McClure 
an expression in favor of tho House 
fighting to establish dictatorial 
powers ; when tho Speaker bitterly 
retorted that he had no doubt tho hon. 
gentleman would like tho House to be 
diotatorialj because ho (tho Speaker) 
had always found that tlio men wlio 
talked mostloudly of the people's rights 
were always tho greatest tyrants at 
heart. A burst of laughter from tho 
Oouservative side of the House; and 
thencamealittlo "sparring for posi^ 
tion" botweon Mr DsOosmos, Mr 
Young and Dr Holmckon, when Dr 
Dickson sought to impress upon hon- 
orable members tho necessity of econ- 
omy, while Mr Cochrane believed tho 
truest economy was for tho House to 
provide for tho proper carrying on of 
tho public business. Dr Tolmio drew 
a graphic sketch of the overworked 
official repairing to his labours at 11 of 
tho clock in tho mornibg and knocking 
ofl' at 4 in tho evening — complete- 
ly prostrated in body and mind 
by tho arduous nature of tho 
duties imposed upon him. Dr 
Dloksop., bflggod, his hon. colleague 
to be oobiiatbnt, and Dr Tolmie re- 
torted that ' he would hang con- 
sisteooy if he could only be right. 
This rejoinder drew foith another 
laaghfrom the GonservativeB and soar 
looks : from' the Badicals. Mr DeCoss 
moB rose to refute certain arguments 
advanced by Dr Holmcken, when Dr 
Dickson called him to order, whore- 
npon MrDoCosmos sharply informed 
the hOD. member that ho was nob about 
to lalk nonsense and that whonover 
the Houso wanted a rigmarole of that 
article they knew where to got it 
without coming to him. A roar of 
laughter wont up from all sides at the 
expense' of tho doctor. A long desul- 
tory discussion, during which the poor 
Chairman (Dr Trimble) showed signs 
of weariness, ensued, and after the 
membora bad badgered each other 
almost to death, the question on tho 
original roBolutiou was taken and 
lost. Tho question on Mr Young's 
amendment was also lost, and Di 
Tolmio's shared a similar fate. Tliis 
loft nothing befoiethe House, and it 
was then discovered that there existed 
no provision for either office. 
The aalarioB had been simply struuk 
out — tho officers remained to do the 
work and urge their claims upon the 
next Legislature for componsaliiui. 
This discovery staggered tho Conunii- 
too, and Mr Young, with a deep-diawn 
sigh, announced that ho was sorely 
tempted to move that tho question of 
Suj.tply be jiostijoned sine die — a mo" 
tion, which if passed, would be tanta- 
mount to dissolution. Tho Speaker 
promised to vote for the motion with 
all his heart. Tho Committee hero rose 
and tho most nnprofitablo sitting the 
Houso has yet hold was at an end. 
It has boon said that in a " multitude 
of oounoillora there ia wisdom ;" Such 
may bo tho fact oUewhero, but in our 
Assembly a multitude of councillors 
produce disorder and confusion. The 
House has boon playing a game of 
crosE-purposcH the whole session. 
Ono side had friends in office whom 
thoy wished to save from removal ; 
tho other sido had cnoniios wlioin thoy 
■wished to ]iunish by removal, lie- 
twoon tho oflbrts of ilie tW(j, no good 
has boon oll'outod, and uono will be 



ofToeted. Perhaps the best thing that 
tho Assembly can do is to throw tho 
Supply Bills under tho table and sit 
down "earnestly for one afternoon to 
find out what they ciin afiford to place 
at Iho disposal jof. tho' Govqrpor, vote 
it in a " lump Bum^'Vand- leavo^tho de- 
tails to the Executive to carry out. 
I'liis appoars.to.be thoionly sonsiblo 
way to get ovor"^tHo~diffloulty. Tho 
members will rioVbr itgroo as to the 
details. Thoy„,W|i)^gp p%from day to 
day, as thoy -wont on yesterday, and 
when 1<tio i^poriod..:foii<lCtliolr,::domiso 
arrives, they wiU be as\ far from a set- 
tlement as ever. Give the Governor 
tho " lump 'suinj^' w'oi

Mr, Al- 
lison ia about lo explore a roate croaa the 
Similiiameen monntain al a muqh loifver al' 
titudo, and feels very sanguine about bis 
success. The Indians report such a pass 
where the snow never lies very deep.
